Councils Adopt 
Resolution On 
Regional Park 


The following 
adopted by the Central Labor and 


Building Trades Councils at their 
respective meetings this week: 

Whereas, The cities of Albany, 
Berkeley, Oakland, Piedmont, 
Emeryville, Alameda, San Lean- 
dro have been formed by an over- 
whelming popular vote into the 
east bay regional park district for 
the purpose of acquiring and de- 
veloping much needed park lands; 
and 

Whereas, Large areas of land 
in the Berkeley hills, which are 
suited for such park purposes 
and are not needed for watershed 
purposes, are now owned by the 
East Bay Municipal Utility Dis- 
trict; and 

Whereas, The public who owns 
such lands have been excluded 
therefrom, and such lands are 
rented for the purpose of grazing 
cattle; and 

Whereas, The United States 
government has offered to employ 
several thousand men upon sueh 
land for the purposes of develop- 
ing the same into a magnificent 
park, and thereby substantially 
Contribute to the solution of the 
local unemployment problem, pro- 
vided that possession of such lands

is delivered to the park district 
by way of lease or sale; and 
Whereas, Sufficient time does 
not exist to pass the necessary 
bond issue to provide funds to 
purchase such lands; and 
Whereas, The park district has 


requested that the utility district 


lease such lands to it at a reason- 
able rental, now therefore be it 

Resolved, By the Alameda Coun- 
ty Central Labor Council and by 
the Alameda County Building 
Trades Council, that the utility 
district be urged and requested 


to lease to the park district such 
lands as are not necessary 
watershed purposes and are suit- 
able for park purposes, at the 
rent now received for such lands 
for grazing cattle; and be fur- 
ther 

Resolved, That, in the event 
that the board of directors of the 
utility district should doubt the 
existence of public demand and 
support for such a leasing ar- 
rangement, the matter be submit- 
ted forthwith to a vote of the 
electors of the utility district; 
and, be it further 

Resolved, That the representa- 
tive of Alameda county in the 
California legislature be requested

to secure an amendment to the 
municipal utility district act at 
the next session of the legisla- 


ture to permit the passage by init- 
jiative of an ordinance for the 
leasing or sale of properties not 
needed by a utility district to a 
park district, in order that the 
will of the people might govern 
in such matters; and, be it further 


Resolved, That a copy of this 
resolution be sent to the boards 
of directors of the park and util- 
ity districts, to the mayor of each 
of the cities above referred to, 
to the assemblymen and state sen- 
ator representing Alameda county, 
and to all affiliated labor organ- 
izations and railroad brotherhoods.

Morrison Raps Attack 
Of Liberty League’s 
Lawyers On Labor Act 


A. F. of L. Secretary Says Big 
Business Always Tried to Impede 
Legislation for Workers. 


Crisp but emphatic condemna- 
tion of the report of the lawyer's 
committee of the American Liberty 
league challenging the constitution- 
ality of the Wagner labor relations 
act was made by Frank Morrison, 
secretary of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. Most of the mem- 


bers of the committee are anti- 
labor corporation lawyers. 

The Wagner act declares it is 
the policy of the United States 


government to favor collective bar- 
gaining in the settlement of labor 
disputes, upholds the right of work- 
ers to organize in trade. unions 
without interference from employ-; 
ers, and makes illegal certain “un- 
fair practices” used by employers 
to weaken and prevent bona fide 
trade union organization. In the 
opinion of the liberty league's 
lawyers, all of these provisions vio- 
late the federal constitution. 

“This committee,’ Mr. Morrison 
said, “simply represents the views 
held by special privilege and big 
business, which have always op-| 
posed every piece of legislation in- 
troduced in congress and the states 
to bring a little more happiness 
into workers’ homes. 

“It looks to me as if the law- 
yers’ committee has been organ- 
ized for the purpose of making per- 
haps a last stand to delay and im- 
pede the legislation enacted to 
bring about conditions which would 
result in eliminating unemploy- 
ment, benefiting labor and doing 
away with unfair competition.”

The strike be- 
came effective on September 23 
following the operators refusal to 
grant wage increases which the 


coal miners claimed are necessary 
to provide decent living standards. 
Operators Grant Miners’ Demands 

The new contract embodied the 
final demands of the United Mine 


Workers. It runs for 18 months, 
}expiring on April 1, 1937. It pro- 
vides wage increases for various

The operators finally yielded to 
the miners’ demand for an _ in- 
crease of 9 cents a ton to coal dig- 
gers who are paid by the ton. 
The refusal of the operators on 
September 22 to grant only an in- 
crease of 7% cents a ton pre- 
cipitated the strike call. 

In view of the wage increases 
the miners’ representatives gave 
up their demand for the six-hour 
day and five-day week. The new 
contract, continues the seven-hour 
day and five-day week contained 
in the old contract.

The fact is that neither the committee nor its publication 
has never had any connection whatsoever with the American 
Federation of Labor. 

It is for this reason that the federal trades commission, 
after a long examination, has in effect found the committee 
guilty of violating the “unfair competition” provision of the 
statute creating the commission. The hearing today will un- 
doubtedly result in a case and desist order which will put the 
fake “A. F. of L. Trade Union Committee for Unemployment 
Insurance and Relief” definitely out of business in the Amer- 
ican labor movement.
